braced in the scheme, I have, in 
behalf of those earnest and sincere 
workers, the pleasure of extending 
to you a cordial welcome to the city 
•where this organization wan formed, 
andj where its infantile trials, and 
more prosperous youthful d.vys nere 
passed. 


Although we are no longer per- 


mitted to oo-operate directly with 
you in the duties of promoting nod 
fostering the application of the prin- 
ciples which form the foundation of 
successful results, we are none the 
less sincere in our wishes for tbe 
continued welfare of the Order, none 
the less watchful of its progress, and 
none the leas sensitive in regard to 
its fair reputation and unsullied 
name. 


We are specially interested in such 


of its workings as pertaiu to the 
elucidation of the axiom in the pre 
amblo to the Constitution of the 
Order which says that "individual 
happiness depends on general pros- 
perity." A sermon preaobed from 
this text might be divided into many 
heads. It is based upon tbe propo 
sition that no person can be perfectly 
happy unless all of his surround 
ings harmonize with conditions ea 
sentially necessary to promote ami 
maintain that state of feeling:. la 
other words, it recognizes that u man 
may possess the highest education, 
unlimited wealth, the largest degree 


these 
evils, whether 
rightly or 


wrongly I do not pretend to deter 
wine, bat I feel satisfied that any 
thing which will tend towards an 
equitable distribution of the profits 
of labor would increase the genera' 
prosperity of the country. 


I am aware of the sensitiveness of the 


members of the Order with regaid to 
entering upon questions seemingly oi 
political significance; but there ia no 
ponsible reason for ignoring questions 
of purely political economy. 
And in 


this connection I would say that it can- 
not but be a source of gratification to 
the membership of the Order, as well as 
to all who feel interested in its success, 
that it has so effectually maintained it 
integrity with regard to the strictly par 
tisaa political questions of tbe times. 
In this respect it has greatly disap- 
pointed those prophets who foretold tbe 
early dissolution of tbe Order which 
was to follow the political wranglingg in 
which, in their opinion, it was sure to 
engage. 


But the Order has bravely withstood 


all enticements to enter into what is 
called the "political nrena," and for 
this it deserves the highest praiso. 


In my opinion there is uo factor in 


its entire history, nothing in all the 
sayings and doings of ths Order that 
stands out so prominently as this un 
deniable fact, that it has firmly ad- 
hered to, and religiously followed its 
Declaration of Purposes as promul- 
gated at the 7th session of the National 
Grange, and I know of no higher praise 
than the mere recital of this fact. 


I will no longer detain you from your 


important duties. 
Trusting that your 


deliberations while here will be entirely 
satisfactory to yourselves, and 
that 


your brief stay will always be a pleasant 
remembrance, I again bid you Welcome. 


ADDRESS OP W. M. BRO. J. J. WOODMAN.

tbe address of Grand Master J. J.

san bias and sectional prejudice, bnt 
bound together by ties oi fraternal 
unity, and pressing forward the work 
of benefiting and elevating a class from 
whioh communities draw their most 
salutary influence, and the nations their 
very life-blood of existence. 
May their 


years yet be many, and their love and 
devotion to our Order be emulated by 
all its members. 


CONDITION OP THE ORDEB. 


From information generously fur- 


me by the Secretaries of the State 
Giuuges, I compile the following items 
of interest.

keenest appreciation of social com 
forts, and yet all of these qnalifiea 
lions would not enable him to feel

This is perhaps the impossible ex- 
treme of the proposition; but whit 
is more to the purpose, we deduce 
from it that our efforts should ba 
directed to the removal of all imped- 
imenta that interfere 
with a high 


order of civilization, and this in turn 
leads to the consideration of almost 
every phase of social existence in 
the human family. 
And thia, I h>wo i 


always supposed 
is one of the 


branches of education whioh tho 
Grange purposes to [encourage, Tho 
National Grange has, for some years. 
been strongly urging co-operation i 
trading among tha members of tbe 
Order, and if I am correctly inform- 
ed, thore are a great manv co-opera- 
tive stores in successful operation 
That members of a disciplined organ- 
ization, 
would, of all others, b 


most likely to suocead in undertak- 
ings of this kind, might reasonably be 
expected, anJ we.may be allowed to 
hope that they will increase in num- 
bers in proportion as their benefits 
are extended, and the principles 
whioh are involved in their manage 
ment become thoroughly understood; 
for it is admitted that, if the govern- 
ment of these stores, as enunciated 
by the National Grange, is faithfully 
executed, success will be secured. 


If the principles so well adapted to 


co-operative trading could be render 
ed available for co operative produc- 
tion, they would, if acted upon, 
prove of inestimable value to man 
kind. The warfare whioh seems to 
be constantly increasing between em 
ployeru and employees, and which 
so frequently culminates in strikes 
by workmen, ia in every way to b3 
deplored. This may seem to be a 
matter in whioh the farmer has but 
little inter/as', which is perhaps true 
so far as co-operation in bis business 
is 
concerned, but he has a very 


direct interest in it so far ua ho is u 
producer of commodities fur tho 
market; for whatever lessens the 
purchasing power of the 
wage 


worker, lessens the demand Jor such 
things as he is in the habit of pur- 
chasing. It is un oft-repeated nxiom 
that "the prosperity of a country dn 
pends greatly apou the ability of its 
inhabitants to all purchase neces- 
saries which they may desire." Co 
operation in production has been 
long looked upon as a remedy for I 


ported gams varying from 200 to 605 
members. 
Others report an increase 


of membership, but figures are not 
given. Tbe reports also show thnt in 
nine Status there has been a slight 
diminution in members,, but in most 
unsas accounted for ou Ihe ground of 
tardiness of Subordinate Granges in 
making their September reports. 
It is 


thought that the closing up of the year 
will make a more favorable showing. 
But a more certain indication of pros- 
perity is presented by that unerring 
thermometer, the financial condition of 
the Slate Grange treasuries. In 20 
Stitps there is unimproved condition 
in their finances, iu four the condition 
is the same as one year ago, ,n;d only 
four repoit a falling off of icceipts.

It appears from the ropoi t of the 


Secretaries of the State Grai.g H that 
there are in the wholo country 13 agri- 
cultural colleges. 


Fourteen States have provided for a 


Professor of Asricultnre \o thuir State 
Universities. Of these, 
0110 oh ur is 


vacant, some are reported as f ulures, 
and a few are doing something in im- 
paiting 
instruction 
in 
agnuultural 


science and mechanic art»; bnt they 
cannot be classed as ogrifultnial col- 
leges, or be said to answer the demands 
of agriculture for such. 


Most of the independent agricullural 


collages ure doiug good work, and are 
leasouahly well sustained and patron- 
ized. Their course of study is ihoi- 
oughly practical and educational, in 
which the application of science to agri- 
culture and tho mechanic arts, domestic 
economy, nnd all snob other us«ful ob- 
jects and purposes as the wants of the 
great masses of our people demand, is 
made the leading feature. 


This is indeed encouraging, but the 


progress made in establishing aud d«- 
velopmg these sohJols has boeu too 
slow. It has not kept pace with the 
mprovements and progress of tho age.' 


There should be at least one inde- 


pendent agricultural college amply en- 
dowed and liberally sustained in each 
State, where tbe ions and daughters of 
farmers alike can purse*, with the least 
possible expense a thoroughly practical 
and scientific course of ntudy, suited to 
the wants of rural life and agricultural 
pursuits. To each farm should be an 
experimental farm attached, where the 
students can find invigorating, useful 
and remunerative employment for a few 
hours each day, as a relaxation from 
study and the drill of the recitation and 
lecture-room and the laboratory can be 
aided by practical demonstrations in 
the field, the orchard, the vineyard, the 
garden, the farmyard aud the work- 
shop. To aid and encourage tha estab- 
lishment and support of these institu- 
tions, our Order should give its whole 
influence. 


COMMON SCHOOLS. 


There are nearly 8,000,000 pupils in 


the primary, or common schools of this 
country, of whioh only about one in 
thirty ever reach the high school, and 
but one in one hundred and fifty the 
college. 
Nearly seventy-five per cent, 


of all the children in the nation finish 
their school education in tbe common 
schools. 
Nothing could show more 


plainly the importance of these schools 
in the educational system of this country, 
or better demonstrate the necessity of 
increasing their proficiency, and the 
comprehensiveness of the branches of 
learning taught in them. 
Here, too, is 


work for our organization. 


THE ORANGE. 


Whether farmers have graduated in 


Lhe college, the high school, or the com- 
mon school, the Granger supplies to 
them a long felt want, although their 
real educational advantages hove not 
yet been fully appreciated or developed, 
except in isolated cases. 
They are in- 


stitutions where the valuable lessons of 
l/hs school, the farm and the households, 
can be reviewed, familiarized, and made 
useful and practical; where men and 
women can accustom themselves to pub- 
lic reading, 
reciting and speaking; 


where valuable knowledge can be re- 
ceived and imparted by lectures, essays 
md discussions, and in the exchange of 
views upon important questions; where 
the higher and nobler qualities of 
human nature can bs developed and 
made more lovely and more lovable; 
nnd where the widow and the fatherless, 
'hough poor and burdened with care 
and eore affliction, can feel that they are 
not doomed, isolated and alone, to toil 
nn through wsary life without friends, 
nympathy, society or hope of advance- 
ment; but know that they are memders 
of a great fraternal brotherhood, united 
by a common interest and laboring for 
'he good of all. 
Then let us put forth 


our best efforts to build up our Subordi- 
nate Granges and make them temples 
of wisdom, equality and brotherly love. 


In concluding bis address, the Grand 


Master referred to the importance of 
the present session of the National 
Grange. He said that, although the re- 
ports of progressive work from many 
quarters were cheering and encourag- 
ing, yet the work languishes in some 
lields aud appeals for encouragement. 
He called for mature action only and 
the proper provision of waysand means, 
lie sought to impress tho necessity of 
prompt action in all oases, nnd of con- 
centrating the whole power of the or- 
ganization upon measures sought to be 
obtained of Congress. He thought it a 
detriment thnt the proceedings of the 
National Grange cannot be published 
i'ud distributed promptly at the close of 
the session, and ha remarked that the 
State Granges were equally dilatory in 
this respect. As the value of the Order 
consists in the work done, to keep the 
Subordinate Granges iu ignorance of 
;ha work for months, and often until 
there is no need of any action, was like 
a farmer's letting a crop go to waste, 
before harvesting. 
From high to low, 


the Granges ueod discipline, efficiency, 
ind promptness as tha elements of re- 
"orm in their practice. His final words 
vere those of farewell to the extended 
membership of the Order, and a feeling 
ppeal to give to his successor the same 
tupport and encouragement that had 
5een given him.

The Genoa Courier Bays: "Oat at 


Mason Valley, they are strongly agi- 
tating the prposition of erecting a 
large flouring mill, capable of making 
the very finest of flour, as most of the 
farmers out there have had the scales 
removed from their eyes, aad are now 
turning their attention to the rais- 
ing of fine wheat instead of bay end 
hurley altogether, and they »ro also 
becoming aware of tLu fact that if 
they raiffi 
this wheat, that they 


should havo something with which to 
convert it into a still more profitable 
form—that is,-good flour,. Now as a 
great many of our farmers «re also 
getting iheir eyes open to the fact 
that there is not much profit on hay 
and barley any more, and have taken 
to the raising of fine wheat they 
should also post themselves on th 
fact that they need a large, complete 
flouring mil!, with which to make 
their crops still more profitable. For 
years, it baa been the unanimous 
opinion among the farmers of this 
State, that they could not raise as 
good wheat as they raise in Califor- 
nia; but now, as this doubt has been 
removed, why stand book, and let 
California famish you all your flour, 
whsn your granaries are now fall of 
as fine wheat as ever California pro 
duced, and all that you need is 
i 


first class flour mill. 
If any one 


individual should not feel able to 
undertake it, a company might be 
formed among our farmers and the 
project carried out in every detail, 
as our most influential farmers are 
perfectly able to stand a portion of 
tha lay out, and then in the end reap 
a good profit for tbeir investment. 
The impression has also prevailed 
throughout this State, that mining 
was the leading and only paying iu< 
dnstry. 
This impression is also 


turning out to be wrong, for Nevada's 
agricultural resources are fast gain- 
ing supremacy over the mining re- 
sources, and tho time is not far dis- 
tant, when the agricultural and stock 
raising business of the sage brash 
State, will not be excelled by any 
State anywhere near its size on this 
Coast. As Soar is the staple food for 
the human race, and is in demand 
at a good price, why pay so much at- 
tention to the raising of animal food, 
in the shape of hay and barley when 
there is no demand for it at hardly 
any price. 
For instance, Storey 


county has been in,thelead ever since 
this State l^as been in existence, be- 
cause of its mines; but now Washoe 
county steps to the head, en the 
grounds of its agricultural interests, 
with Eumboldt, another agricultural 
oounty second, with Storey third, 
Our county has not many mines of 
very great importance as yet, agri- 
oulture and stock raising being th« 
leading industry. So we say once 
more, let us promote the interests 
of this occupation by having a larga 
complete flouring mill erected by 
our farmers, 
and thereby make 


things more profitable and lively, 
and not be sojcentent with this mo- 
notonous routine of life."
